Bo th Chinese and J apanese 
Aircraft Take Turns at 
Bo mbarding Each Oth­ 
ers’ Po sitio ns. 


Shanghai, Oct. 18 (IP) — Chi­ 
nese and Jap anese p lanes took 
their tu rns today in bombard­ 
m ent of each others’ p ositions 
along the deadlock ed Shanghai 
front. 
In nightlong air raids which 
ended at dawn, Chinese rained 
bombs on the Whangp oo riv er 
w aterfront and the Jap anese 
Yangtzep oo and Whangp oo sec­ 
tions of the international settle­ 
ment. 
Jap anese nav al p lanes 
took the air at day break to a t­ 
tack 
Chinese 
concentrations 
along Soochow creek , op p osite 
the sector of the international 
area gu arded by United States 
marines. 
Jap anese also stru ck a t the 
Nank ing-Shanghai railroad and 
Chinese Yangtze riv er defense 
p ositions at Kiangy in, 8 0 miles 
west of Shanghai. 
The Jap anese rep orted con­ 
siderable p rop erty damage and 
13 wou nded in the Chinese bom­ 
bardm ent

men, equipped with tear gafi and 
riot sticks, patrolled Narragan- 
sett race track today to prev ent 
opening of the rich plant. \ 
Three 
hundred 
guardsmen, 
under command 
of Adjutant 
General Herbent R. Dean and 
Colonel EarFG. Webster, mov ed 
into the area y esterday after 
Gov ernor Robert E. Quinn pro­ 
claimed “ a state of insurrection” 
ex isted at the million dollar 
track. 
The troops had hardly taken 
their positions when Henry F. 
Curv in, director of public safety 
in Pawtucket and Democratic 
majority leader in the Rhode 
Island house, announced he had 
sent a letter to the gov ernor 
threatening to bring impeach­ 
ment proceedings against him 
for ordering out the militia. 
The gov ernor’s proclamation, 
issued Saturday night, declared 
the “ danger” of attendance of 
“ gangsters, criminals and per­ 
sons of ill repute” at the fall 
meeting, scheduled to open this 
afternoon, would cause “ injury 
to our citizens” which civ il au­ 
thorities - would be “ unable to 
compete w}th.” 
The proclamation followed a 
state supreme court decision set­ 
ting aside an .order of the state 
racing div isic/n suspending the 
track’s license and ordering re­ 
mov al of Walter E. O’Hara as 
managing director. 
The div ision’s order came as 
the result of a series of mov es 
made by the chief ex ecutiv e to 
remov e O’Hara. 
Curv in said that his letter 
warned the gov ernor that “ if 
y ou carry out y our threat and 
inflict the law martial upon the 
peace-lov ing people of Pawtuck­ 
et and the town of East Prov i­ 
dence, in willful v iolation of the 
constitution and laws of the 
state and in defiance of the re­ 
peated decisions of the supreme 
court of the state” he would 
bring 
“ impeachment 
charges 
forthwith.” 
Informed of Curv in’s letter, 
the gov ernor said he had not re­ 
ceiv ed it and had no comment. 
Curv in said he 
was sending 
copies of the letter to ev ery 
member of the house. 
Whether 
officials 
actually 


would attempt to open the track 
this 
afternoon 
remained 
in 
doubt. O'Hara who spent y ester­ 
day at the track where workmen 
were preparing for the meet, de­ 
clared: 
“ Since the time that the su­ 
preme court of this state by its 
decision restored our license to 
operate, we hav e receiv ed no no­ 
tification or other communica­ 
tion from the Rhode Island di­ 
v ision t>f horse racing relativ e to 
any change in our license or our 
right to operate. 
We likewise 
hav e receiv ed no written nor 
other communication from Gov ­ 
ernor Quinn other than through 
the press.” 
William L. Ames, a track offi­ 
cial, said “ We are taking entries 
and are making accomodations 
for 1 ,20 0 horses/* 
Despite apparent preparations 
to conduct the meet, Col. Web­ 
ster said he would carry out the 
.gov ernor’s order to the letter. 
He 
said 
that 
although he 
found “ no state of insurrection” 
or “ v iolence” in a v isit to the 
track he would station guards­ 
men at the gates with instruc­ 
tions to prev ent it from open­ 
ing. 
He said his men were equipped 
with gas and riot sticks — and 
with ammunition for their ri­ 
fles in an emergency — that they 
were specially trained in riot 
duty .
